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THE 


PREFACE 


-AVING clofed the fecond Volume with an Account of Guinea, and the European 
Settlements, (particularly thoje of the Englith on the Gold-Coatt, accompanied 
‘with elegant Draughts of all their Forts and FaStories, not long fince taken by 
Order of the Royal African Company) ce proceed, in this third Valume, along the 
Wefern Shores of Attica s which, thence forward, afford but fecw Countries refirted-to by 
the Europeans, excepting thofe of Whidah, Ardrah, Benin, Kongo, and that of the Hot- 


tentots.. 

WITH regard tothe tors fir, byfdes the Afibance of cur Englith Voyagers, as Phillips, 
Atkins, Smith, and Snellgrave, se bave been furnifbed swith copious Materials from the 
Chevalier des Marchais and the Sieur d Elhée, #wo French Authors, cwbo now, for the fir 
Time, appear in Englith. On this Occafien tt may not be amifs to obferve by the Way, tbat 
‘as our Metkad gives fuch an advantageous Change to the Relations of this Kind, az to make 
them appear neio even to tbofe who have read them often before, by ftripping the Fournals of all 
their Redundances, and forming a regular Defeription of Countries out of the feattered Re~ 
marks of feveral put together, our Coleétion mah be no left acceptable to tbefe wko are already 
pofeljed of the Originals, wherber in cur oun or a fortign Language, than thee whe bave 
them not. 

THE Coafts of Benin and Kalabar, as far down as Cape Lope Gonfalvo, have, for a 
long Time, been frequented by the Englith, as well as otber Nations: But the inland Parts 
‘are not fuficiently known, to yield the Reader fo fatisfattory an Account of them, as we are 
‘able to give bim of Kongo, which occurs nest in cur Caurfe. This extenfive Region, including 
under thet Name, Loango, Angola, and Benguela, became famous, very early after the 
Revival of Navigation, by the Settlements and Converfions of the Portugueze ; twho baving, 
at the Beginning, gained over the King, (induced more by political than religieus Motives) and 
fone of bis Lords, to the Romith Faith, Lave ever fince been as indupirious 10 maintain the 
Credit of their fpiritual as temporal Congusfts, Bui altheugh their Zeal bath not been at~ 
ended eith fuitable Succefs, yet it bath been a Means of keeping-up a Succefion of Prigfts in 
athofe Countries 5 cobo, in prafecuting the Defign of tbeir refpettive Miffions, bave bad Oppor- 
tunities of vifiting feveral inland Provinces of them. Many of thefe Friars, om their Re- 
turn to Kurope, have pubifbed Relations of ibeir Travels: The principal of wbich tke Rea~ 
der will fd bore inferted, according to cur Methed ; and, conltquenty, followed by a for 
‘more compleat and regular Account of the Regions in Quetion than is 10 be met-with in any 
former Author. 

AS touching the Hottentots, of whom fo many different and romantic Stories have been 
propagated, swe fll be oble fully to fatishy the Curigfity of the Public by our Aiptrat? of 
Kolben’s Relation 5 which ii fo compleaty tbat be feoms to barve left nubing for future Tra- 
tullers to add. We preume, tbe Reader teil be batb furprzed and plealed sith the aprea- 
Ble Variety be Jind: in the Manners and Ciftoms of thee People 5 colem the Ignerance or Ma- 
lice of mift former dutbors bad reprefented as Creatures but one Degree removed from Bigps, 
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and swith fearce any Thing buman about them except the Shape: Weertas, in Fadl, they ap- 
pear 10 b¢ fae of ibe muft bumane and virtuous (abating for a fer Prejudices of Education) 
10 be found among all rhe Race of Mankind. 

TO Kolben’s Narrative, illgPrated by his curious Map of the Dutch Settlements at the 
Cape of Good Hope, wwe bave annexed a Defeription of the Eaftern Coaf of Aftica, from 
thence to Cape Guardefay. But in regard, our Memoirs, eis refpeet to ibis Part, are but 
‘tery few and feanty, swe quickly difpatch it ; and then pafs over to Afia. Here the Scene at 
once changes from Jandy Defaris, to soell-cultivated Plains from Poverty and Want, to 
Wealib and Plenty’, from niferable Viliages and Huts, to magnificent Cities and Buildings 
from People dulling in a Kind of favage State, to Nations improved by all the Refinements of 
Policy and Arts, 

SUCH is the Difference berrween Mfvica and Alia, The Contraft will be the more 
finftles a1 oir Method leads ui 10 begin with China, the Country, malt eminent not only in 
tbis Quarter, bus the whole World s whetber ewe régard the Advantages of its Soil and Situ 
‘ation, or the Beauty of its Memsjattures, and Ricknafs of its Commerce, the Indypry and Ine 
gennity, or Civility of its Inbabitants, the Excellence of its Government, or the Grandeur of 
Hts Monarchs, Here the Readee will meet with every Thing that is fplendid and noble every 
‘hing shoe can gratify the Pride and Luxury of Mankind, Here Art vies with Natures 
‘and the maft furprizing Wealth is mixed coith the moft furprizing Plenty. Civility and Po- 
litics are bere cultivated to their utmoft Perfettion and Ufe. Uere the Sovereign's cobele Study 
it employed to gain the Hearts of bis People, and tere perfelt Freedom exifs under the moft 
‘abfolute Monarchy on Earth, In foort, Chita may be called the terrafirial Peradife of the 
prefent World, 

BUT wot to anticipate the Reader's Curigfity, by a farther Detail, we foal! only add, 
that now we have gotten into Alia, the Advantages of our Plax will appear much mare conpi- 
not than they ad before in regard, Travels abound sob more rich, Materials tean 
Voyages, as the Land affords a greater Variety of Objelts for Remarks than the Sea, Ta 
render the Extratis more agreeable to the Generality of our Readers, we bave, where we faw 
Occalion, feparated thefe Matters which more immediately relate to the Roads and Diftances 
from teh of the Tera and soon thom at tbe Bain of the Popes sbere iby le 
ore band forthe Geegrapbe, subs Bene cee alos bave i Vis, than f they remained 
in the Text. 

AS the Councries improve, fo will the Cuts: The Charts and Maps ‘will be more compleat 
and accurates the Plans and Profpeéis of Places more curieus and beautiful, the Figures of 
People will be beightened by the Variely and Elegance of their Drefes and even thofe of 
Beafts, Birds, Trees, Sec, will put-on more uncommon and amufing Forms,
